There are two great 
Idols In America today to which many 
of the people are looking for salva­ 
tion. 
One of them might ba termed 
the good man’s idol and one the bad 
man’s idol. 
The one the good man 
trusts in is sincerity, and It has many 
devotees. 
It says if a man follows 
his conscience and does what he 
thinks he ought to do that he will be 
saved of a certainty. 
The apostle 
Paul worshiped the same idol, be­ 
cause he says, "I verily thought within 
myself that I ought to do many things 
contrary to the way.” 
What Paul 
thought he ought to do he attempted 
to do. He was a sincere man, w illing 
to go to any expense to do what he 
thought he should do. 
Reformation Inadequate.

Cow T h o r o u g h ly Daily 


Only those back-number farmers who 
•itlier fail to profit by the lessons 
aught in producing sanitary milk, or 
.viio have never learned such lessons, 
iontiiiue to milk in the old fashioned, 
ipen pail, into which falls tilth from 
die cow’s Hanks, and which allows the 
milk to absorb all the odors dial sur­ 
round it. 
By the use of sanitary milk peds, 
dirt can be kept oui of the milk, and 
that is the main thing. 
It is much easier to produce pure 
milk by keeping the dirt oui of it than 
to attempt to take it out after it has 
fallen in. 
But the sanitary milk pail alone will 
not give us clean milk. The cows must 
be thoroughly brushed every day, and 
their udders washed and dried just be­ 
fore milking. 
The milking must be 
done in absolutely clean sheds, or in 
the open, preferably on a grass plot, 
and the milk removed to a clean 
house, w here it can be quickly cooled. 
One of these things is good enough. 
in its way, but all must be observed 
if we produce an article that is not 
“near.” but absolutely clean.

Our summers are too hot and dry for 
June-planted potatoes. 
Select clover 
and grass sod ground; thin sod ground 
should have a dressing of long manure 
spread over the sod and then plowed 
under. 
If the manure is well rotted 
and fine, it should be spread on top of 
the plowed ground and w’ell harrowed
